Frederic R. Coudert, a leading author- 
ity” on. international law, said: “'The 
‘German reply utterly fails to meet the 
situation. Its-form of studied‘ courtesy 
‘makes it-none-the less evasive to. the 
point of insolente. The situation does 
not permit of quibbling over details, 
nor could the United-States do so with- 
out loss of dignity. -This “is. not an. 
instance of lawyers’ argument. The 
United “States. in February condemned 
the war zone policy as contrary to the 
fundaments of international law and 
the common rights of all neutrals. Ve- 
spite its warning the German Govern- 
ment has persisted in a course which 
has led to the destruction»of. American 
ships'and American lives. Our Govern- 
ment,.with rare ‘patience. has .afforded 
to, Germany an opportunity to disavow 
the acts.of the submarine ¢ommanders 
and to discontinue. a poiicy impossible 
to reconcile with modern: civilization and 
certain to continue to result;in the 
destruction of American. ships, and 
citizens. 


Further Argument Useless. 


“To further argue the question is not 
possible, unless our Government.is pre- 
pared to recede from a. position taken 
after months of consideration: and in 
defense of the fundamental principles of 
humanity and law. Such a course -is 
not compatibie with that sacred duty to 
maintain the rights ofthe United States. 
Hence, withdrawal is. impossible, Ger- 
many has totally misapprehended the sit- 
uation.” The time for dijromatic subtle- 
ties or legalistic quibble and chicane is 
over. A time-comes when a-_sacred duty 


cannot longer be performed by words, 
but requires acts. Our President's last 
message-made this’ clear, and we will 
certainly net be trapped into a discus- 
sion useless, futile and undignified.” 

Professor "Ellery C, Stowell of the de- 
partmént of international law at Co- 
lumbia University, said: 

“ The German reply does not meet the 
essential point President “Wilson's 
protest, which: was that Germany desist 
from violating. the rules of civilized war- 
fare by sinking merchantmen -without, 
(1) a previous visit and search, (2) first 
providing adequately for the safety of 
the crew and - passengers. - Germany’s 
answer ignores the main ‘issue.

Whether 
or not we enter into a discussion of the 
facts relative to the case of ‘the Lusi- 
tania is a matter of secondary import- 
ance. What we must hemember is that 
President. Wilson has ‘earnestly’ (a 
word of great foree and significance in 
a diplomatic note) drawn Germany’s at- 
tention. to her unwarrantable disregard 
of the recognized rules of ‘international 
law, and demanded that there be no 
further loss. of life on the-pvart of the 
neutrals. and noncombatants as a re- 
sult of the illegal sinking. of merchant- 
men. If Germany desists.in fact from 
her previous unlawful conduct, our Gov- 
ernment: will have secured a virtual 
compliance with its principal demand. 
But if, on the other hand, Germany 
wishes to draw us into a discussion while 
she continues her present practice; it. is 
time for the United States to déclare 
that we will employ whatever force we 
possess. to. protect the rights of Ameri- 
can citizens and of all civilization on the

Seckersoh,. Chairman of the Memonial 
Day Committee. 6f the .Kings. ‘County
